SEcTION 1. There is appropriated from the general fund of the state for the
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1976 and ending June 30, 1977 to the following
agencies the funds indicated to be used in the manner designated:

1. ENERGY POLICY COUNCIL

For salaries and support for not more than seven full-time
permanent positions, and maintenance, and miscellaneous purposes ...$ 210,000

2. DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENTAL QUALITY

For salaries and support of not more than one hundred forty-six
full-time permanent positions, and maintenance, and miscellaneous

SEC. 2. All federal grants to and the federal receipts of the agencies receiving
funds under this Act are appropriated for the purpose set forth in such federal
grants or receipts.

GENERAL SERVICES

AN ACT appropriating funds to the general services department for a central energy plant.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SEcTION 1. There is appropriated from the general fund of the state to the
general services department the following amount, or so much thereof as may be
necessary, to be used for the purposes designated:

For a central energy plant utilizing the two existing boilers and
adding one new boiler, a new above ground three hundred thousand
gallon fuel oil tank and for construction of an integrated loop for
chilled water connecting all existing buildings in the capitol complex ..$ 2,282,657
